Continuinc; pull-out, I intended to roach about IjOOO foot and then 
bail out but juat before roaohinp; that altitude, a bullet Tjont throxieh the cock- 
pit. Jleiurinr; that if I 3un5>od, I would bo shot on tho ray dovni, I thon dooidod 
to tiy and nmko a mtor-lcndlng at tho Bouth of tho Yeaonr Slvor* 

Sineo tho flamos wore tho bic; dengor at tho presont timo, I tumod off the 
gaa and started to glido. Iho flonies oortincuishod thonsolToa TxA tiio KUdc saoko 
fron buxuing oil continuod. 

qpon looking ovor tho aide of tho cockpit I realized that 1 T?ould fall far 
short of tho river mouth so I tumod the c^s back on. Iho onelno caught but 
kopt aissine and tho floraoa broke out a^^in. Boaliaine horfovor, that this naa 
tho only meana Z had to koop tho piano in tho air, 1 continuod to ahut off tho 
gaa until tho fire stopped - ttwn turnod eca on until tho fXaraoe wuld eot 
too bad, 

4t last I roa.chod tho mouth of tho rivor but ^7as only 200 foot in the 
air, Havinf- hod inauffidont timo to unbuckle parachuto, I properod for a 
nctor landing anywiy.

3hc 
noso of tho aircraft iraiaodiatoly dug into the wctor and began slidinr; sidowcys, 
ao aircraft caao to roat in a Tortleal position vdUti tho noao buried in tho 
nud and wstor coning halfrjey up botnocn Hio eoolqpit and tho tail, 

\h±\o under tho Tmtor, I undid say aat&ty bdt and btjo-3 to the surface. 
ka soon as I roachad Itj tho parachuto forced the lovjcr part of rsy anatomy out 
of tho ^^ator and tended to force tny head and afaouldora back under acain.

Usin£; tho floating parachuto for a rest, I inflated irty !bo Tfcst. I 
uoitod in thia position for a fot? minutoa to ace if any oacry troops on tho boaeh 
firod at no. Then no ono?!y fire ma roooivod, I inflated tho raft looctod in tho 
aoat of dy poroehuto. 
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Aftor the reft traa fleeting, I took off cor Mho Toat, tho Air Force 

survivol jackot, shoos and pistol bolt and put thorn in tho raft. This cnoblod 
mo to be able to divo under tho vKitor in caso smoono fired at rao from tho boach. 

Procuring ny sicncl mirror from the Air Force jr.ckot, I sl^nnlod tho 
Sbcitish £!ri[;nto St. £h*idos Boy; t^hich \vtB at tho othor ond of the Han Estuory. 
Htko f^lGcto fand alrocdy bocm contootod liy tmo of tho tdn^^nen ond. hod o boot 
lov.-orod and on tho t»y« 

I thon ^ot into tho reft and stcrtod poddlln;; tonordB tho oppronohinc^ 
boat. Boforo I res pickod up honovcr, I noticed two BQC^ns start out from the 
shore but retreated rjbcn tho planes dron near, 

Thilc cbocrd tho BVi^cto, I noticod thct thoy had quite a bit of troutile 
Tjith the radio coirtttunication botw3on tho ship and tho aircraft used for air 
spotting. Sinoo these vqtq aircraft from o\Tn squcdron, I bocr.no interested 
and found that most of tho trouble corac from voice accent and the inability of 
the air controller to dotorndno exactly nhat c Corsair aircraft could do on a 
mission of that t^e. 

iiftor talkinc flith tho connandine officor of tho PriGotc, I took over 
as air controller and diiroctod five or six air spotting oiasionsj all nith good 
results. 

It T'as thon I hoard that tiic f;uorillas noro obout to aako a landing;. 
T'ondorinf; if tho Ifcrinos would bo aKLo to lend close air ai^ort in a doal of 
this sort, I rcquoatod and rocoivod, ponaission to aoctMapany Q British Officer 

on tho landinr;. 

That ni£:ht I omborkod on a JIIL (Japanoso Ja.no Layer) \7ith tho British 
Officer \fio TOs aotinc; as navif;ctor, and sone cuorillas, Another JIIL carried 
other ruorillas ^*ilc tho noln attackinc forco tias to cono from another aroa, 
Iho JIIL that I ^as in ^7as si^jposod to run close to tho shore-lino and drav; fire 
from the onongr troops so that tho main force could land undetected at another 
point. This ruso iwrkod voxy v;ell and the South ICoroon Guorillna acontod to enjoy 
tho return fire tSicy noro rooolvlng tXGa tbo boooh. 

Durint' dcylifJit hours, both XV a ncro stqjposod to return prlwp to tho 
o^obinc of tho tide, but the South Korean f^ucrillas did not riish to do this end 
by the tine tho British officer and. I could convince then, tho tide had started 
out and both Jia.is rnaro nirod in tfac nud about 1,000 foot fron tho onongr hold 
shore -line.

I imncdiat(^ rodiood the St« Qridos Bay end notified then about rihat 
hr-c! hnpponod. I requested thrt they send a dispatch to tho escort carrier, 
IBS RialDWA, asking for pianos to act as a Target Conbat Air Patrol. Piraediatoly 
upon receiving an urgent dispatch tho RBIDQirA rolayod an onJor via hor CAP 
(Conbat /iir Patrol) to a flight of airejxift operc^tlnf; in tho area and directed 
thora to tho scene, vathin a foTi minutoa, this flight of liarino Corsairs ma 
oovorinc the JIJL'a to prevent enecQr troopa on the hoach fron firlnt^ ct tho 
Jiaroonod boats.

It \}as durlnc this ticic that I noticed that tiiononror tho nuoriXlos firod 

at the boGch, troops on the booch firod be ok ct the boats, ^hon tho guorillas 
did not firo hovfevar, tho troops did not firo oithor, I and tho aritiah officer 
then ordorod tho guorillos to eocso firing, 

Iho plonos covorinc the boats still bed thoir ordnance aboart?. so I acted 
QB Qir controllGr and directed tiiom to torgots on tho beech rftioro they could tin- 
load thoir rockots and bonbs. Later another fllcht of aircraft vjcs diroctod to 
the scene ^ tho REtlDOVA and continued to covor tho strondod JTIi'a. This flif^it 
Mcs also diroctcd to ononiy tar^'ots for attack, 

After trjo hours, tho tide began to riso and vfcon tho '.-jctor nae hich 
onouch for tho JUL' a to manouvor, "ttio planes strnfod and rockotod the boach 
so the boats couLd dopcrt tho area. As tho JI€>'s dopartod, tho ordor xuxa ci'von 
tho [^uopillas to opon firo of.'oin, 

Durinf^ the tino that tho boat tmb firinf; at tiic boach, a gun onqplaeo- 
rnont re turned firo, T^icn tho guerillas rctuznod thoflro about 1$ or 20 troops 
ran frori tho orTplcconent, Ihoso onony troops, dressed in nhito, then hoard 
pianos Conine and diaper sod into nearly fields and protended to bo working, 
ijrhon tho planes loft, tho ta*oops fornod a^'cin and loft tho aroa. 

It ia ny opinion that had It not boon for tho eoroplnfr aircpaft 
botli J!1L*s v/ouLd probably havo boon lost to tho onongr.
